Melvin  Fuld  once 
again  produced  the  token  collectors  page 
and  undoubtedly  saw  it  placed  in  the  files 
of  our  members.  Virgil  Hancock's 
lively  column  "Featuring  Fakes"  is  a must 
for  all  readers.  Richard  Long,  who  is 
now  curator  for  the  A.N.A.  is  visible  in 
this  issue  as  he  speaks  during  the  summer 
seminar.  The  issue  has  160  pages  and 
illustrates  a healthy  publication  with 
extensive  advertising.  All  in  all,  another 
plus  to  the  credit  of  editor  Rochette. 

ERROR  TRENDS  COIN  MAGAZINE  - Arnold  Margo lis 
who  is  the  heart  and  brain  of  F.TCM,  has 
produced  a 46  page  September  issue  which 
continues  to  be  the  basic  publication  for 
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the  error  hobbyist.  ETCM  has  a regular 
error  primer  series  that  should  be  of 
interest  to  all  hobbyists  no  matter  his 
specialty.  The  "Trends  of  Error  Coin 
Prices"  on  yellow  sulphite  stock  is  com- 
prehensive and  easy  to  understand. 

Margolis  editorializes  that  his  publica- 
tion has  started  a "big  push"  aimed  at 
adding  thousands  of  new  collectors  to 
the  error  field.  He  challenges  his 
readers  to  display  their  knowledge  by 
a mystery  coin  contest  which  asks 
analysis  of  how  the  error  occurred.
